REPORT 
[To accompany H. R. 699] 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(H. R. 699), for the relief of Mrs. Blanche Richards, owner of the 
Bozarth Nursing Home, having considered the same, reports favorably 
thereon, without amendment, and recommends that the bill do pass. 


PURPOSE 


The purpose of the proposed legislation is to pay the sum of $4,082.85 
to Mrs. Blanche Richards, owner of the Bozarth Nursing Home, of 
Toppenish, Wash. The payment of such sum shall be in full settle- 
ment of all claims of the said Mrs. Blanche Richards against the 
United States for reimbursement for hospital services rendered pur- 
suant to authorization by the Yakima Indian Agency for hospital 
services to ward Indians. 

STATEMENT 


It appears that Mr. Blanche Richards is the owner of a nursing 
home at Toppenish, Wash., and that during the years 1937 to 1946 
from time to time rendered services in her nursing home to Indian 
wards under the authorization of the Yakima Indian Agency. The 
records indicated that during these periods she rendered hospital 
services to a considerable number of Indians and she has submitted 
to the committee an affidavit setting forth that the amount set op- 
posite the names of those ward Indians who were given care and 
treatment in her home is correct. 
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Dr. H. J. Denman, medical officer, United States Indian Service, 
Warm Springs, Oreg., makes an affidavit verifying the statement 
made by Mrs. Richards. He states that: 


Mrs. Richards is not wealthy and the nonpayment of these bills constitute 
a real loss. It was only after some urging on my part that she consented to the 
compilation of this list. The original records upon which it is based are in her 
possession. I have gone over then in detail and consider them to be true and 
correct. 


The committee notes that in a letter dated December 7, 1950, the 
Bureau of the Budget states with reference to this claim: 


The Bureau of the Budget is of the opinion that the committee should not 
recommend favorable action on the present measure until it is thoroughly satis- 
fied, by means of affidavits submitted not only by the claimant but also by Gov- 
ernment officials and other disinterested parties who are acquainted with the 
case, that the amount sought to be recovered is just and reasonable. 


With this suggestion in mind, the committee has secured further 
information from the records of the Department of the Interior with 
respect to each item contained in the claim and is now of the opinion, 
after examining these records, that the payment of the amount sought 
in this bill is just and reasonable and due by the Government to the 
claimant. 

Because of the voluminous nature of the above-referred-to records, 
‘they have been retained in the committee files and are not printed 
as a part of this report. However, other letters and affidavits relating 
to the claim are reproduced below.

My Dear Mr. Cevuer: Further reference is made to your request for a report 
on H. R. 4439, a bill for the relief of Mrs. Blanche Richards, owner of the Bozarth 
Nursing Home, Toppenish, Wash. 

For the reasons hereinafter mentioned, I recommend the enactment of H. R. 
4439, subject to your consideration of the views expressed in the enclosed letter 
from the Bureau of the Budget. 

The bill would authorize and direct the Secretary of the Treasury to pay to 
Mrs. Blanche Richards the sum of $4,082.85 in full settlement of all her claims 
against the United States for reimbursement for hospital services rendered to 
Indians pursuant to authorization by the Yakima Indian Agency. 

Mrs. Richards has furnished the Bureau of Indian Affairs an itemized list of 
Indian patients at the Bozarth Nursing Home, showing the year in which hos- 
pitalization was given each patient, the name of the medical officer referring the 
patient to the home, and the amount claimed on account of each patient. Dr. 
H. J. Denman, physician employed at the Yakima Agency from 1937 to 1946, 
who personally recommended many of the patients to the home, has advised the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs that in his opinion the claims are just and reasonable 
and should be paid. The total amount of the claims, as itemized by Mrs. Richards, 
aggregates $4,083.60, instead of the sum of $4,082.85 stated in the bill. 

In view of all the circumstances, I believe that Mrs. Richards is entitled to 
compensation on account of these hospital services. 

The views of the Bureau of the Budget are stated in a letter dated December 7, 
1950, a copy of which is enclosed.

My Dear Mr. Secretary: This will acknowledge Mr. Doty’s letter of August 
2, 1950, transmitting copies of a proposed report to the House Committee on the 
Judiciary with respect to H. R. 4439, a bill for the relief of Mrs. Blanche Richards, 
owner of the Bozarth Nursing Home, Toppenish, Wash. 

It is recognized that this claim is similar to others which have been settled 
through the enactment of private remedial legislation. Such claims were fully 
supported by detailed information, however, while in the instant case no details 
have been presented which specifically support the amount claimed in the subject 
measure. It is understood that specific information is not available because the 
claimant neglected to keep proper records during the period covered by the claim. 

Accordingly, while there would be no objection to the presentation of such report 
as you deem appropriate for the consideration of the House Committee on the 
Judiciary, the Bureau of the Budget is of the opinion that the committee should 
not recommend favorable action on the present measure until it is thoroughly 
satisfied, by means of affidavits submitted not only by the claimant but also by 
Government officials and other disinterested parties who are acquainted with the 
case, that the amount sought to be recovered is just and reasonable. 

A bill contemplating the payment of an award in an amount which has been 
verified to the satisfaction of the committee and the Congress would not be in 
conflict with the program of the President. 

It is requested that you attach a copy of this letter to your report when it is 
transmitted to the House Committee on the Judiciary.

The enclosed list of accounts represent unpaid claims for hospital services 
rendered ward Indians by Bozarth Nursing Home over a period of years from 
1939 to 1945. With the circumstances of most of these cases I have personal 
knowledge as the physician concerned or through Dr. Gold. 

There is not the slightest doubt that every account in this list is a just and 
reasonable claim for hospital services to ward Indians under circumstances of 
emergency or Other adequate reasons. It is equally true that many lives have 
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been saved by reason of these services which otherwise would have been lost. 
Especially has this been true in cases of illness among transient farm workers who 
came into the Yakima Valley for seasonal employment. 

Throughout the years (1937-46) of my employment as physician with the 
Yakima Indian Agency, Mrs. Blanche Richards as proprietor of the Bozarth 
Nursing Home has always responded to requests for hospital services to ward 
Indians, often with the full knowledge that collection of her bills would be difficult. 
It was only during the late war when costs had increased and difficulties of main- 
tenance of an adequate staff rendered it impossible to continue, that she was 
forced to discontinue operation. 

The reason for the nonpayment of these bills are many and varied. It is not 
considered necessary or even practical to go into detail concerning them. Suffice 
it to say, that they represent honestly rendered services and in my opinion should 
be paid. 

Mrs. Richards is not wealthy and the nonpayment of these bills constitute a 
real loss. It was only after some urging on my part that she consented to the 
compilation of this list. The original records upon which it is based are in her 
possession. J have gone over them in detail and consider them to be true and 
correct. 

Therefore it is recommended that an allocation of funds be made so that these 
bills may be paid in toto.

Dear Str: This letter and attached documents are in reply to Indian Office 
letter of February 14, 1951, relative to the claim of Mrs. Blanche Richards. The 
Commissioner’s letter of February 14 specifically asks for the following informa- 
tion and covering affidavits: 


I. Whether the claimant volunteered the hospital services in question 


It appears that the Bozarth’s Nursing Home was open for business during the 
period and accepted Indian patients under the following conditions: 

(a) Patients who had written authorization for hospitalization from the 
medical officer, payment for which was to be made from gratuity health appropri- 
ations; (6) patients who carried an authorization from the health officer, payment 
for which was to be made by the Yakima Indian Agency from funds to the credit 
of the patient or relative; (c) patients who entered the home without signed 
authorizations but who, when hospitalized, agreed that the payment would be 
made from personal funds or from funds to their credit at some other Indian 
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agency other than Yakima; (d) patients who entered the home without the 
knowledge of, or approval of the medical officer, payment for which was entirely 
between the Bozarth’s Nursing Home and the patient. 


II. Whether any arrangement existed by which the claimant was to be reimbursed for 
furnishing the services in question 


There existed an arrangement at that time whereby the claimant was to be 
reimbursed for services furnished as evidenced by the written authorization 
signed by the medical officer and the resultant payment by means of disbursing 
officer’s voucher (1034) as per the files of the Yakima Indian Agency. 

Patients who entered the home and received services without proper authoriza- 
tion were expected to make payment as outlined in the preceding paragraphs. 


III. Whether any prior claim has been made by the claimant for reimbursement which 
has been disallowed 


It appears that at the time the services were rendered the Bozarth’s Nursing 
Home, in some instances, issued statements of the amount due which were accepted 
by the Yakima Indian Agency. In cases where prior written authorization had 
been issued by the medical officer, the statements were used to support the dis- 
bursing officer’s voucher when payment was made. In cases where no written 
authorization was obtained the records show that the statement was used to make 
yayment from individual Indian moneys account or were sent by letter to the 
fetian’s home agency for payment or were transmitted by letter direct to the 
individual Indian for payment from funds under his personal control. 


IV. Whether any prior claim has been made by the claimant for reimbursement for 
the services in question for which payment has been made 

In the process of developing the facts in each of the cases, it appeared that in 
some instances portions of the bill had been paid, or the bill had been paid in full, 
or an Over-payment had been made. The foregoing comments refer only to 
individual Indian moneys and not to payment made from gratuity sources. For 
further information on this point, please see the summarization made by Mrs. 
Chester and the individual case work sheets and affidavits. 


VY. Affidavits from Mrs. Richards and other disinterested parties who are acquainted 
with the case that the amounts claimed are just and reasonable 
Attached hereto is an affidavit signed by Mrs. Richards on each case which 
states that the amounts claimed are just and reasonable. The review of the 
affidavits will indicate to the reader that full information on each case could not 
be given. 


VI. Affidavits from Government officials who are acquainted with the case that the 
amounts claimed are just and reasonable 

There is attached hereto affidavits signed by Edith Chester, a clerk employed 
to develop all the facts in connection with the Bozarth’s Nursing Home claim, 
also Dr: Denman’s affidavit covering all the cases in general terms. 

In the process of developing the facts in the Bozarth’s Nursing Home claim, 
a number of points presented themselves which need explaining. The following 
explanations are made so that persons reviewing the claim will have the complete 
picture: 

1. Health situation during period of claim.—The Yakima Tribe consisted of 
approximately 4,500 persons, many of whom were medically indigent. The per- 
sons considered by the officials to be medically indigent were permitted to enter 
the various hospitals and nursing homes in the area by authorization from the 
medical officer. Such authorizations, in writing, meant that the United States 
Government, Indian Service, Yakima Indian Agency would assume the financial 
responsibility for the payment of the bills. 

There existed among the Yakima Indian Tribe persons who had sufficient per- 
sonal income, not under the control of the Indian Service, who could and did pay 
their own medical and hospital bills with or without the knowledge of the medical 
officer. There was a third group of persons of the Yakima Tribe who had suffi- 
cient income, under the control of the Indian Service to pay their medical and 
hospital bills. 

Because of lack of sufficient funds allotted to the Yakima Indian Agency from 
current appropriations by Congress for the payment of all medical and hospital 
bills of all Indians the medical officer was required to make a determination at 
the time a person of Indian blood appeared for medical or hospital services 
whether or not the bill for such services would be paid by: 


} 
: 
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(a) The Indian Service from gratuity appropriations; (b) by the Indian Service 
from moneys under its control to the credit of the particular person involved; and, 
(c) from personal funds of the individual outside the control of the Indian Service. 

The Yakima Valley because of rich farm lands and the resulting need for seasonal 
workers attracts thousands of persons yearly; many of these persons were Indians 
from the various tribes in the adjoining States. 

2. Policy of the Indian Service with respect to health among Indians during the 
period.—The Indian Service because of the lack of funds, as indicated above, 
established certain policies with respect to who should or should not, receive 
medical or hospital services at the expense of the Federal Government. Such 
policy appears to have been as follows: 

(a) That all persons who were financially able must pay their own medical and 
hospital bills; (6) that funds allotted to the Yakima Indian Agency was for the 
medical care of only persons who belonged to the Yakima Indian tribe; (c) that all 
persons who entered the home on their own were to pay their own bills without 
any reference to the Indian Service. 

3. Regulations covering the use of gratuity health funds during the period.—(a) 
That in all cases where persons of Indian blood received medical or hospital services 
for which the Government was to pay the expenses, a written authorization must 
be had, in advance, signed by the authorized representative of the Indian Service; 
(b) that no Indian woman married to a non-Indian or the offspring therefrom could 
receive medical or hospital services at the expense of the United States Govern- 
ment; (c) that the appropriation acts for this period prohibited the use of such 
funds for the payment of medical and hospital bills incurred by a person of Indian 
blood who was not a citizen of the United States. 

4. Operating procedure during period.—(a) The records are clear that the 
medical officer issued authorizations for the hospitalization of indigent Yakima 
Indians in the Bozarth’s Nursing Home, payment for which has been made from 
gratuity health appropriations as evidenced by disbursing officers voucher now 
on file at the Yakima Indian Agency; (>) there are on file at the Yakima Indian 
Agency notations made by the medical officer where persons entered the Bozarth’s 
Nursing Home with authorization; (c) there are on file at the Yakima Indian 
Agency instances where payment was made to the Bozarth’s Nursing Home 
from individual moneys of the person concerned when it appeared, in the medical 
officer’s opiniop, that such a person had sufficient income to meet his own expenses; 
(d) the records are clear that many Indians entered the Bozarth’s Nursing Home 
without authorization who belonged to the various tribes from the various States. 
These letters indicate that the bills from the Bozarth’s Nursing Home were being 
transmitted for payment by the Indians Home Agency. 

5. Records of the Bozarth’s Nursing Home.—Mrs. Edith Chester, a special clerk 
employed by the Indian Service to compile the data on this claim, appeared at 
the Bozarth’s Nursing Home to secure the data required by Indian Office letter 
dated February 14, 1951, which is as follows: ‘‘Affidavits from Mrs. Richards 
and other disinterested parties who are acquainted with the case that the amounts 
claimed are just and reasonable” and found the following conditions existed: 
That the amounts claimed by Mrs. Richards were substantiated by a card record, 
which in some instances, did not show the date of entry into the nursing home, 
number of days therein, services itemized or the amounts paid. 

Much difficulty has been encountered in making this report. Additional funds 
were granted to employ a special clerk to compile the information. We first 
employed a former nurse, a Mrs. Bernice Allen, who had personal knowledge of 
the Indians, the Bozarths Nursing Home operations, the physicians and the 
operation of the Indian Service. Unfortunately, a member of her family became 
ill; Mrs. Allen took time out to do nursing duty. The period of illness extended 
into weeks and it was with reluctance that we dropped her from the position. 
We then employed Mrs. Edith Chester who has done a remarkable job in accumu- 
lating the facts in each of the 91 cases. 

It is hoped that this report is completed to a point to give final consideration 
to Mrs. Richard’s claim.

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AFFIDAVIT 
STaTE OF OREGON, 
County of Jefferson, ss: 

I, the undersigned being of lawful age, being first duly sworn according to law, 
depose and say the following with respect to the claim of the Bozarth Nursing 
Home: 

Mrs. Blanche Richards has been an associate of mine in the professional field 
only and my beliefs and opinions which follow are in no manner colored or swayed 
by any otherwise social or business contacts whatsoever. In the beginning it 
was through my insistance and persuasion that Mrs. Richards compiled this list 
of 91 outstanding unpaid bills created by Indians of my agency and other agencies 
throughout the Northwest. In many instances services were rendered indigent 
Indians who were seasonal farm laborers in the surrounding areas. After care- 
fully scrutinizing each and every claim on the list in addition to those claims 
authorized by me, I certify that one and all are just claims against the Govern- 
ment to the best of my knowledge and belief. While it is obviously impossible 
for me, without recourse to records, to verify each individual item as to ward 
status and amount of claim, I do state that from my knowledge of Mrs. Richards 
and her methods, there is not the slightest doubt in my mind that collectively 
they represent a just claim. 

It is my belief and desire that Mrs. Richards should be paid the sum of $4,082.85 
as she requests, for it represents the minimum amount due her for her care ren- 
dered these individuals. Mrs. Richards was never known to refuse any Indian 
admission into her nursing home as a patient and many times accepted them 
without authorization of any knowledge of how the bill would be paid. There- 
fore in view of the above mentioned facts, I recommend that this fair and just 
claim against the Government be settled as soon as possible and I am willing to 
testify to the above facts at any time.
